Station Study 
Planned On 
Water Table 


A new project at Everglades 
Experiment Station has begun 
to study water table plots, ac- 
cording to Dalton S. Harrison, 
Assistant Agriculture Engineer 
at the station. 

The permanent investigating 
plots consist of 24 acres divided 
into nine plots, and work will 
begin fully in the fall of this 
year with water table depths 
of 14, 22 and 30 inches, Harri- 
son said. 

Working on the project with 
Harrison will be H. E. Ray, H. 
|A. Weaver, N. L. Chin, H. W. 
Burdine, J. R. Orsenigo, E. D. 
Harris, Jr, F. E. Van Nostran 
and C. C, Seale. 

The object is to study drain- 
age and irrigation requirements; 
physical, chemical and biolog- 
ical characteristics of organic 
soils; yield and quality of vege- 
table field and fiber crops; dis- 
fease and insect control; weed 
ecology and control and other 
problems as related to depth 
to water table. 
< Harrison pointed out that the 
study should reveal what ef- 
fect the water: table has on the 
[crops and which specific water 
table gives the highest yield.

Lays

Democrat River 


, A while ago I started out to tell you about the old dead 
rivers of Lake Okeechobee, but got to rambling on about 'shine 
stills and such, and never did get around to Democrat, the most 
important river of them all. 

Nobody has ever before tried to catalog these old streams, 
and very few can be found indicated on any maps, however, 
with the aid of a few old timers and faint indications on an 
old aerial map, it hag been possible to trace them with con- 
siderable accuracy, and this it spite of $ 
operations of agriculture, which favors 4 
metrical straightness and land of covresponding levelness, to 
find the actual beds of these streams would now be almost im- 
Possible. 

With the exception of three-pronged Pelican River in Pa- 
hokee, these rivers have been almost completely obliterated. 
And so, in fact, have been such large bodies of water as Chancey 
Bay, Pelican Lake, and a large portion of Pelican Bay back of 
Bacom's Point, which, itself, is now nothing but a name. 

‘The dead rivers on the lake's east side have been discussed, 
so let's look at the south shore, beginning one mile west of the 
Hendry County line. Here ran south past Hooker's Point, seven 
or eight miles to Blue Mound, and reputedly clear into Devil's 
Garden. This stream was the only one which had a shell de- 
posit in its bed. 

There seems to have been no other until we get to Lake 
Harbor, and this must have been a big one. As a part of his plan 
to lower the level of the lake, Hamilton Disston, about 1889, 
attempted to dig a canal from the lake to Shark River. Conrad 
Menge, his superintendent, records that this canal followed Ritta 
River. Part of this canal was later used by the state and con- 
tinued on to Miami. A couple of miles from the lake where the 
river diverged eastward from the direction desired by Disston, 
it used to be possible to see a portion of the original river, which 
cut a huge gash through the swamp, apparently almost as wide 
as the 60 foot ‘canal itself. 

Half a mile east of Miami Canal a considerable stream ran 
through the custard apple swamp and into the sawgrass. Some- 
times referred to as Little Ritta River, it was better known from 
Bill Cason, its early settler, as Cason’s River. 

At Bean City a deep and straight stream followed the pres- 
ent road to the sugr company’s Ritta Camp. It was named for 
Dowell, who, with his wife, were the first settlers. Orel Van- 
Horn and his family lived on its shore for many, years. Although 
it had been well dammed off by the state’s levee and the new 
road from South Bay to Clewiston, yet the hurricane of 1928 
tore through both obstructions and washed the river bed clean 
to the bare rock. Big barges were towed through this opening 
while repairs to the roadbed were being effected. 

West of South Bay, near Sam Henderson's concrete Pro- 
ducts plant, another river ran south through swamp and glades 
for more than two miles. It took its name from Hutchinson, who 
had a shack there in 1913 and who lived in South Bay until re- 
cent years. 

Menge’s River, east of South Bay, was a miost’ beautiful 
little creek on which our Okeelanta group planted potatoes in 
the winter of 1913-14. In coming up the canal we passed the 
only buildings in South Bay, the tar paper shacks of two batch- 
celors, a Hollander, VanNess, on one side, and white bearded 
Chase on the other. 

We. followed the wooded shore northeast for a quarter 
mile to the river’s mouth, then between green walls of custard 
apples, cypress and popash, as the bonnet bordered estuary 
narrowed and divided. Between the forks and a good four feet 
above the water, was a half acre clearing overgrown with elder 
bushes. The previous and unknown settler had left a tiny shack 
and a dock, the latter now breast high as one stood in a boat, 
which indicated the lowering of the lake in the preceding year. 

It was in this clearing, while we were dropping potato seed, 
that a wildcat ventured from the elders, regarded us curiously 
for a minute or two, then nonchalantly trotted across to the 
other side. He probably had never seen a man before in his 
life. The right hand branch of the river, then clogged by water 
lettuce, jew vine and other growth, was rather deep, and swung 
southward, crossing the present highway in the center of the 
sugar company’s South Bay labor camp and ‘continued onward 
into the sawgrass. 

Between Menge’s and the Hillsboro Canal were two or threé 
inconsequental streams, including one named for Sam Cooper 
of Okeelanta, who built a shack there, but which he called Hid- 
den River from the fact that it was so well screened from the 
lake. 

And so we get to Democrat, once part of the Seminole’s 
water route to Miami, but now completely expunged and obli- 
terated. Mrs. Della Altman recalls that in 1911 she accompan- 
ied her husband and his brother on a gator hunting expedition 
here. They made camp on the Indian Mound and hunted scaley 
backs in the North Fork. As she recalls it, the stream was very 
deep to 20 to 30 feet wide, narrowing as one left the lake, Its 
steep, verticle banks, higher than the adjacent land, were bor- 
dered and overhung for miles with custard apple trees, studded 
with goregous air plants and covered with moonvines, a most 
fascinating vista. 

Democrat began up near Belle Glade’s present city dump, 
when that was lake bottom. Flowing southeast, pareallel to the 
Hillsboro Canal, it divided at the Indian Mounds, one branch 
flowing between the Shell Mound and the Muck or Burial Mound, 
and Southward back of Joe Freedlund’s home, through Shir- 
ley’s Concrete plant and then to Vinegar Bend on state road 
80. Crossing to the east side of the road running south from 
this bend, it continued past Bolles Canal. This portion may still 
be seen when the farm land is flooded. 

It was in 1912 that A. Q. (Med) Howell traced this south 
fork to its end. From the Mounds it wound through the dense 
custard apples for nearly two™miles, then the trees abruptly 
ended and the sawgrass began, although the stream continued 
among beds of élders.and willows, branching off into runs 
until at last it completely dissappeared. On this fork he found 
some of the biggest alligators he had ever seen. It was: alsd on 
this fork that a ‘gator hunter, Joe Riles, weather the hurricane 
of 1910, and after the blow discovered to his surprise that he 
could see the open lake. Apparently a twister, not unusual in 
connection with such a storm, had ripped a swath through the 
custard apples. 

The main, or North Fork of Democrat passed the Mounds 
about at Avenue F, flowed east through Belle Glade and crossed 
the canal between 2nd and 3rd Streets, continued east, and 
leaving the custard apple belt, crossed Highway 80 between 
Six and Nine Mile Bends. Curving south, it again crossed the 
site of the canal a couple of miles from Six Mile Bend and then 
about four miles west of the Brown Farm flowed ints that an- 
cient String of lakes known as Brooker’s Run, 

This was a series of long. narrow and deep lakes from three 
to four miles in\length. The largest is said to have been a mile 
and a half long and three-quarters of a mile wide. These lakes 
were named for Henry Brooker, who had owned a store in 
Jupiter (and much later lumber yards in Canal Point and Pa- 
hokee) where he traded with Indians and grub staked glades 
hunters, but whose gretest pleasure was in hunting in the Ever- 
glades. 

When he discovered these lakes he found the fairly teem- 
ing with alligators and declared that their numbers were inex- 
haustible. Brooker’s Run apparently was also fed by Allapatta 
Slough, much farther north. After being joined by the overflow 
waters of Lake Okeechobee, brough down by Democrat, there 
was formed a sort of Gulf Stream, a river flowing in the grassy 
water, clear of all aquatic growth and somewhat deeper than 
the surrounding land, and abounding in fish, otter and gators, 


‘That this stream was capable of flowing a great volume of water 
is attested by the fact that during times of high water, even 
after the canals had been dug, it flowed directly across the 
miain canals. 

Where Démocrat crossed the Hillsboro, and where this 
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“Gulf Stream” crossed New River Canal 15 miles from Ft. Lau- 
derdale, the current was sometimes powerful enough to swerve 
a loaded 60 foot freight boat off its course, as the writer well 
remembers. An old glade hunter, Johnnie Thorpe, has said that 
from his home west of Ojus, near Miami, he culd pole his glade 
boat via Brooker’s Lakes to the Indian Mounds at Chosen. 

That there was such and inland waterway, well known to 
Indians, there can be no doubt, but that it once flowed through 
the heart of Belle Glade when the latter was a vine-covered 
forest may be news to the Chamber of Commerce.

Spring Crop In 
FCD Expected 
Below Last Year 


Spring vegetable production 
is expected to be below last 
year's yield Yn central and sou-! 
thern Florida as well I 
throughout the United States, | 
according to the Agricultural! 
Marketing Service Report of the 
USDA „abstracted by the Cen-i 
tral and Southern Florida Flood | 
Control District. | 

Indicated production from 
forecasts now available for! 
Florida and the United States 
as a whole is expected to be! 
four percent less than last year} 
and three percent below aver- 
age. Unfavorable weather which! 
lowered yields and prevented 
planting of considerable acre- 
age for a large measure of the 
reduction. 

Cucumbers and tomatoes are 
the only spring crops for which 
a sizeable increase over last year 
is indicated. 

Average cucumber acreage in 
Florida is at 11,500 acres this 
year compared to 10,200 acres 
last year. The crop in Flood 
Control District Counties is ma- 
king fair progress with light 
harvest beginning in the Pomp- 
ano and Fort Myers-Immokalee | 
areas. The crop is behind sched- 
ule in the rival growing areas 
of Texas. . 

Florida tomato acreage this, 
year will total 22,500 acres com- 
pared to 17,000 last year, how- 
ever this 32 percent increase 
has been nujlified by poor yield! 
prospects. 

In Central and Southern 
Florida Flood Control District 
areas prospects for the spring 
yield were lowered because of 
adverse weather. Similarly, 
weathèr conditions in the Im- 
mokalee-Fort Myers area and 
Fort Pierce were responsible for 
retarded production, 

Low yields in snap beans in 
Florida offset an increase in ac- 
reage for that crop while cab- 
bage yields were below normal. 
Spring celery yields in Florida 
were expected to be the lowest 
since 1948 and sweet corn yields 
are below average because hea- 
vy rainfall leached fertilizer out 
of the soil and blight was dif- 
ficult to control.
